On January 8, 1971, Bradley furnished the Los 
Angeles Office of t,he information from an undisclosed 
source that Harold'JWisberg, who resides near Baltimore, 
Maryland, has been closely associated, wltlr District Attorney 
James Garrison, and is writing a book blaming the FBI 
for the assassination of President Kennedy. According to 
Bradley, Weisberg told Bradley's source that he is / 

receiving the information concerning the FBI from a high * 
official In the United States Secret Service (USSS). Bradley*
